He spoke with con- 
niderable elegance of 8tj le, mid in an easy and 
deliberate manner; in a foreign accent, yet 
very distinct. There was a pathos about him 
that made a tumble impression upon my own 
mind ; und I confess be convinced jue of the 
propriety of giving to foreigners, newly arrived, 
documents iu their own language. He said it 
wa« not desired to perpetuate the German lan- 
guage among them, hut it was their aim to ac- 
quire the English as soon an they could ft't the 
instruction. He did not arcue the Constitution 
nl question, IIH upon that he said he was nut 
prepared. 


The question was further argued by Messrs

Baker, Estubrook and Rood against it. Mr. 
KHiiiiiigtou argued with considerable ability 
for which Mr. Orton expressed his admiration 
iu a strong reply. 


Mr. Kemington said: It is with extreme difli- 


HctK'e that I arise to consider this resolution, nn 
it is quite evident that tho House are prepared 
for thu question and aru tinxious to %ote now 
My iipology is that I had no opportunity to see 
the majority report until withiu it few minutes 
of its submission, nnd therefore 'doemit neces- 
sary to iniike some comment. It is admitted 
on all sides that ordering documents not ptib- 
lichud, nor likely to be unless ordered, if accept- 
ed, is a contract for work, Iftlior, and materials, 
and consequently H contract for printing. It is 
a law, almost without exception, that in all cases 
whore a superior has a right to command, it is- 
the duty of inferiors tu obey. Are we under ob- 
ligations to obey thti provisions of our State 
Constitution 1 It provides that the Legislature 
shall provide by law for a particular mode of 
letting t.he printing contemplated in the resolu- 
tion, which is by contract to the lowest bidder. 
In the tirst place they hnve no right to disobey 
thuse instructions ; by doing so would he a de- 
parture, from duty.' How much less then have 
we a right to not only omit doinp what is actu- 
ally enjoined, but to perform an act in a wny not 
authorized. Prescribing that a thing shall be 
douc in a given wny, is equivalent to specifying 
that it. t>hall be done in no other If this body, 
instead of possessing general legislative powers, 
was some board of supervisors who had no au- 
thority to order printing, and our constitutional 
command on that subject applied to such print- 
ing whereby the Legislature were under obli- 
gations to provide laws for letting such printing 
to the lowest bidder, but should neglect—it is 
conceded that we might then order printing not 
by contract It would be simply because said 
board were not possessed of legislative powers. 
This Assembly being one branch of the Legis- 
lature, there is no such excuse. A considera- 
tion worthy of the examination of the members 
is, that this resolution contemplates contracting 
a debt,, or liability, on behalf of the State. Has 
it the power 7 And if it has, will some mem- 
ber point out the limits thereto ; put his finger 
ou a spot where he can say thus far and no fur- 
ther 7 Once launched upon the broad sea ol 
State indebtedness, there can be no limit. II 
one portion of printing can be contracted for, 
the right to contract for all must necessarily 
follow. All that will have to be done will be 
to repeal the present law on the subject, and, 
forever after, contract by way of resolution.— 
The Constitution provides that no debt, or lia- 
bility, shall be contracted by the State, except 
in a way therein pointed out, and this is not one 
of them, (see Article on Finance.) 


This matter is distinguishable from the claim 


of Mr. Ryan, in&snmcUas his was for services 
rendered in the course or business of the Hoiise. 
These things, proposed to be ordered, were for 
the use of the State, independent of this Assent 
bly, although in name for iu use. 


It is in vain that members proclaim that the 


opposition to this bill is intended to make war 
upon our foreign population. The question of 
whether the pamphlets; mentioned in the reso- 
lution, are needed, has nothing to do with the 
question of whether they can be ordered in a 
particular way; it is as foreign AS it would be 
to enquire HI relation to the color of the eyes 
of the man in the moon. Some are well ac- 
quainted with that class of our fellow-citizens, 
and know them to be men who will respect one 
for a candid nnd fearless expression of senti- 
ment; true, they sometimes, like alt others, 
may not reject the treason, but they are sure 
to despise the traitor. 


I do not wish to be conceded as reflecting, in 


the least, apon the course of any one on this 
floor, on this question; doubtless all act in good 
faith; but as for me, with these views, it will 
be impossible to vote for this resolution, with- 
out being lowered in rar own estimation.
